Bankers Want Control 


The A. B. A. urges an open market 


committee of a five-man Federal Re- 
serve Board plus four rotating Federal 
Reserve bank governors, presumably 
on the theory that the banker mem- 
bers could work comfortably with atj 
least one of the board members and j 
thus exert control. 
j 


Eccles would have a committee of 


five governors acting only in an ad- 
visory capacity. 


As a trading point and to meet the 


charge of "political control," he would 
be willing to have the secretary of the 
treasury and the controller of the 
currency removed from their present 
ex-officio positions on the board. 


The argument 
against 
"political 


control" is that 
an administration 


might make its political fortunes the 
chief guiding factor 
in 
the open 


market committee's operations. 


It is also argued that the bill con- 


fers power for inflation which might 
be used recklessly. 


To which administration forces re- 


ply that Roosevelt— under the Thomas 
amendment and other measures— al- 
ready has far more powers to inflate 
than he wants to use. 


Who'll Check on Whom? 


Bankers also complain that the gov- 


ernment is given the power to com- 
pel bankers to buy its bonds, whether 
or not they deem it guilty of unsound 
financing. 


It is admitted that thp administra- 


tion doesn't want to leave bankers in 
a position where they can refuse to 
lend it money whenever they desire. 
Thus the issue becomes one of wheth- 
er the government should 
have a 


check on the bankers or vice versa. 


Both sides draw from 1927-29 his- 


tory to demonstrate that either tho 
bankers or the Federal Reserve Board 
is likely to be the less trustworthy. 
But the Eccles measure is only one 
more step toward federal control of 
banking. 


Previous ones include 
RFC pur- 


chase of $1,000,000,000 in 
preferred 


bank stock, bank deposit insurance- 
carrying with it closer federal super- 
vision and more unification of the 
banking system, and gold devaluation 
— in which control of gold was trans- 
ferred from the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem to treasury. 


Other Powers Granted 


Other provisions of the administra- 


tion measure — some of which also ex- 
tend public control— include estab- 
lishment of permanent insurance of 
bank deposits up to $5000, approval of 
Reserve Bank governors by the F. R. 
B., broadening of collateral require- 
ments to extend rediscount privileges 
to all sound assets approved by F. R. 
B., power for the F. R. B. to approve 
long-term loans on real estate up to 
60 per cent of value, raising salaries of 
board members from $12,000 to $15.000 
and — under an Eccles proposal design- 
ed to increase the board's indepen- 
dence—pensions for board members. 


Although many question whether 


either private bankers or a Federal 
Reserve Board would have the cour- 
age to put on the brakes in case of a 
speculative boom— and that's a chief 
professed aim of the administration—- 
there's little question that the legis- 
lation congress will pass 
will give 


the president much greater 
power 


over banking.
